On Sunday December 04. 2011, Dr. Goslinoski or the DC. Mechcal Examiner's Office conducted an autopsy on the 
decedent's remains. During the autopsy it was noted that suffered a lot of injuries to include, but not limited to; injuries to both 
hands and wrists that are cons.stent with defensive stab wounds, several apparent stab wounds to the face and neck, and 
several apparent stab wounds to the right side of the chest.
